Why Is gold valuable f llccause it re- 
quires 100 cents worth of service mid labor 
to produce a gold dollar In coin. Hecause 
it will take and retain any stamp. Thin 
gold ornaments, burled in the soil for '..'000 
yours, have been found unaltered ; bronze 
was corroded, and silver also, but less so 
than bronze. 

Silver is more plentiful than gold, but loss

He married a 
Miss Combs, a deaf and dumb woman, 
and three children wove born of the 
marriage, only one of whom survives 

a daughter, who is married and 
living at Nevada. About ten 
ago his wife was killed by being 
struck by a train while she was walk- 
ing on the track. 

"For the past few vears Mr. Nash 
spent much of his tune at Nevada, 
but he came here last spring, and 
since then has been engaged iu work- 
ing at his trade, painting. For the 
past few weeks friends have noticed 
that he was failing fast, but he kept 
up and made no complaint, lb

K. W. Strong, aged fia years. 

Useful men are not the outcome of 
good intention only. They are of 
slow growth, and spring out of the 
common stock of human weakness 
and imperfection. This is especially 
true of the deaf-mute. From the 
peculiar nature of his impediment, he 
is prevented from participating in 
many of the stirring events of public 
Still the possession of strong 
powers of mind with the concurrence 
of favorable circumstances, may in- 
vest the history of an unassuming 
citizen, even though he lie deaf, 
with great interest. And when one 
such man dies his friends and inti- 
inay well mourn his death as a 
to his class. 

Charles K. Williams Strong was 
born at Rutland, Vt., in 1839. He 
came of solid, distinguished ancestry, 
his maternal grandfather being the 
distinguished Governor Williams, of 
Vermont, and his father was son of 
Judge Strong of the same State. 
An attack of measles, at the age 
igbteen months, resulted in 
deafness, but as his parents were 

comparatively well-to-do, it 

that he received some home instruc- 
tion in his early infancy. 

At the age often years he became a 

pupil at the American Asylum, at 
Hartford, Conn. He was placed in a 
class under Mr. Weld, and lodging 
from B letter he wrote when he had 
been at, school some six months, he 
made rapid progress. In this com 
munieation he expresses his delight 
with the Asylum, his teacher and his 
studies, and gave evidence of eager- 
o improve. He continued at the 

Asylum till the Summer of 1862, but 
in the Fall of this year, his parents 
having moved to firooklyn, N. Y., 
he was placed in the New York 
Institution, and was assigned to 
the fourth class, under the instruc- 
tion of Mr. Edward Feet. Among 
here, who have since 
become prominent in their re- 
spective vocations, were Mr. S. J. Vail 
of the Indianapolis Institution, Mr. 
Albeit A. Barnes, of the Money 

Order Department, New York Post 
Office, Mr. Gilbert I licks, a successful 
horticulturist of Lous Island, N. Y., 
and Miss Gertrude Walter, of New 
York City.

Lev 
erett Spencer, of Knoxhoro, Oneida County, 
New York. Aged 88 years. 

A good man was called, when the 
summons came for Levorett Spencer 
to come into the full possession of his 
inheritance. Although bereft of 
speech and deprived of hearing, 
while here on earth, he heard the still 
small voice and the silent dip of 
Death's oar, as the pale boatman 
came and found him ready and glad 
to go with him to the other shore. 

Feverett Spencer was born in Madi 
son, Madison County, N.Y., May 19th, 
1809, received his education at, the 
Deaf and Dumb Institute in Canajo- 
harie, Levi Backus as their principal. 
While there, he, became acquainted 
with Miss Flavia Robinson, of Falls- 
ton Spa, and was married March 
17th, 1880. She died May 8th, 1847, 
leaving five motherless children to his 
care. Soon after he married Miss 
Susan Forth, of Albany, who Was a 
graduate of the Deaf and Dumb 
School of New York, when Dr. II. F. 
Feet was president. The fruits of this 
marriage was one daughter, and one 
son who gave his life for his country's 
flag. Mr. Spencer was a thoroughly 
loyal man, was well represented in 
the late war by two sons and two 
sons-in-law. In all the current topics 
of the day, he took a lively interest, 
both socially and politically. He was 
a staunch Republican, and strictly 
temperate, even to the exclusion of 
tea and coffee. His honesty and in- 
tegrity was unimpeachable. Al- 
though he lived fourscore years and 
he retained full possession of his 
mental faculties, and was able to 
walk two and three miles a day. Not 
a professor, he was the possessor of 
all that makes life here upon earth 
desirable and the other life obtain- 
able. He told his companion in the 
silent language of hands that he was 
going home and was glad to go, but 
before he died, he turned to look at 
with the eloqqent expression, 

" You will be left only a short time." 
Characteristic of himself, he has gone 
ahead to make it easy for her.

The 
uithor of the original American pro- 
luetion may not have been aware of 
its intended revival, and if he knew 
of il, possibly the fact that it was 
produced by amaleiir pantomimiRts 
would have prevailed on his well 
known charitable spirit to let it go 
on. In the original production by 
and under Augustin Daly's manage- 
ment, the pantomime had a very 
limited run. The criticisms bestow- 
ed upon the piece spoke volumes for 
the important part the musical accom- 
paniments had to do with its success. 
"The Plot cans' rendition was handi- 
capped in this respect. 'There were 
several redeeming features, however, 
that are Worthy of praise. 'The pre- 
sence of a genuine female character 
could not have improved the Pro- 
leans' cast. Frank 'Turner's rendi- 
tion of the tickle Phrynette who lov- 
ed unwisely and not well, w 
capital imitation of feminine acting. 
Had he swapped wigs with ViCginie, 
acted by Martin vilynn, his appear- 
ance would have been decidedy en- 
chanced. Frank Arena divided 
honors with Mr. 'Turner in the ability 
lo portray the part assigned him. 
As "the Baron,'' he was humorous in 
his actions, and in make up could not 
have been better. 'The little part he 
acted in the scene, where Phrynette 
captures him with her charms, was 
(he only point that called for any- 
thing like a real smile. 

Excepting the old lady of Chris 
Vernon, tbe other characters did not 
seem well up in the requirements im- 
post-, 1 upon them. Although Archie 
I ried to make the besi of a difficult 
part. 

'The Proteans had a good house, 
and their programme was a pleasing 
memento of the occasion. It would 
seem h. i\\ pantomime work does 
not accord with a company of deaf- 
mule actors. Where music cannot 
help pantomime, it remains to fall 
hack on the action of the play. Let 

the Proteans chose hereafter, such 

pantomimes that call for more rapid 
action than the " Prodigal Son."
